» MAGISTERIAL INQUIRY, | 


‘At the Magittracy this afterncon, Mr. A. G. 
Wise, Acting Coroner, held an ‘inquiry into the 
clreumstances attending the briler explosion 
which occurred on board the’ steam-launch - 
Wingsing, on. the . 7th instant, resulting in 
cause the deaths of Leung Ayee, engineer, and 

in, e fiteman, The jurors. were Messrs.’ 
A.C da Silv>, E, C. Ray and A. H. Skelton, 

Pok Mun, captain of the launch, ‘said that on 
the 7th Inst, about 5.30 a.m., it was alongside 
Gibb’s wharf, when he received orders to go 
over to Yatt-ma-ti to tow some boats to this side 
of the harbour, ‘The launch was a tow-boat, 
and did not carry passengers.’ She had a crew 
of six men,. including bimeelf, They were all’ 
blown’ up, the engineer and the ‘sioker being 
killed, When witness rec.ived his orders to go 
to Yau-ma-ti he rang the bell as a signal for the: 
engines to start, The engineer had been‘told 
about 5 a.m, that they were going to Yau-ma-ti, 
The engines were started ‘about 5.30 a.m., when 
the boiler burst and wilness was thrown into the 
water, He did not know whether the fires had. 
been burning all Hight. He was the steersman, 
He'had passed ‘an exam’na jon at the Harbour 
Office for competency about cight ycars ago, but 
did not possess any certificate, He had been a 
steersman all the time. He, had given his 
Neenee to the steersman on board the Win, 
Xewad for a fw days. He formeily sleered 
that launch, and was onlv a. substitute steers- 
man of the Wingsing, When he was blown 
into the water he managed to catch, hold .of 
@ rope and so saved himself, A coal-boat 
was alongside the [aunch, which was end-on to 
the wharf He was slivkt!) hurt on the hand 
and at the back ofthe dight car, -The launch 
was formely named the Afacao, He had been 
on board the Iaunch about twenty days: | 

Lau Kum Chai, a doctor at the Fung Wah 
Hospital, said that about 6 a.m, on the-7th Inst, 
one ofthe deceased was admitted tohospital, He 
was suffering from severe scalds all over the 
bedy, He died the same day at 30 nm. He 
was beyond ‘recovery when admitted, The 
{rjuries were such’ as would be caused by a | 
boilcr explosion. . pant 

Dr, Marques, medical officer incharge of post. 
mortem examinations, said that deceased's face, 
abdomen. and legs were severely scalded, ‘and 
the lower faw, both arms and legs fractured. 

Leung Kee, master of the Chee Wo shop, 2 
Wing Won Lane, sald that the launch belonged - 
to Chee Wo, ‘of Macao,'tut on the morning of 
the explosion belonged to witness. She was 
formeriv a cruiser at Macao, owned by the’ 
Macao Government. He bought her last Sep- 
tember at Micao, by auction. The Chee Wo 
shop at Macao bought her.. He bought her 


for $2,8co. He did not know how. old she was |’ 


or where she was built. 
Tnspector Mathieson said she was built by the 
Dock C: mpany, about twelve years ago, , 
Witness, con inuing, said the Chee Wo sho 
at Macao bought her and sent ber down to bim, 
He was not the ownor ; only the agent. He had 
noother interest in ber. He produced + pore 
fecelved from the owner ‘at Macao, forwa to 
him atthe time the launch was sent to Hongkong, , 
The paper was a receipt of the sale.’ As far 
‘as be knew there was no description ‘given of 
the launeh at the time of the sale by auction, He 
had wever had her surveyed. Whilst here she 
had been weed, asa towing: boat. He saw the 
body ofthe engineer picked up afterthe exslosion, 
The deceased came from Macao with the launch: 
on the roth April, He knew the. firat witness, 
who was ‘steersman of the Weagtwai launch, 
Ho was put on-board the Winesing, because 
the stecrsman on’ her wished to go back 
to Macao, He had no'auihorlty to show why 
he changed the asteersman from one launch 
to’ the, otber.. He saw the fireman. at the 
Tung Wah’ Hospital, Ba MLE. SE ge 
A Juror asked if these launches were not 
bound to have a certificate of survey ?, 
His. Worship sald be believed not, -. 
Inspector Mathicson said that two :eamen 
‘and a cook who were slightly scalded, had left 
the colony and ha was not able to preduce them. 
George Peebles, Government Marine Surveyor 
sald-bo bad made an examination of the bojler of 
thelaunch. He found the top of the furnace very 
much corroded and opened up by the force of 
the explosion. He had. -made.calculations, and 
them he found it would take about 200 Ibs, 
.Aquare inch to cauxe the boiler to explode, 
Fhe a wasin the solid plate. As far os 
he say tho safety valves wore workable, 
andas far ag his examination went he could find 
nothing to indicate shortness of water, Exces- 
sive pressure, be believed, was the cause of the 
explosion. ;
